$220,394 STILL LEFT 
FROM LAST BOND ISSUE 


Owing to Restrictions to 
Protect Citizens Money 
Cannot Be Used Until the 
Voters Direct Action. 


Greater impetus was given the agita- 
tion for a $3,500,000 bond issue for 
schools, waterworks, sewers, police, 
park and fire department § improve- 
ments through the publication Sunday 
of the fact that there remains in the 
city treasury today $220,394 of unex- 
pended funds from the last $3,000,000 
bond issue. 

Members of council, particularly 
members of council’s finance commit- 
tee and the hand commission, if they 
have kept in close touch with the 
finances of the city, have known all 
along that the money was stacked up 
drawing 2 per cent for the city. 

Money Ready on Demand. 

The money is not idle. It is there to 
be used, and has been used, whenever 
there has been a demand for it, and 
the only.technicality which stands in 
the way of those who want the money 
spent is a clause in the bond ordinance 
which provides that the money shatl be 


Negent only as directed by the voters. 
his clause was inserted to protect 


partment, for instance: 


the people and to assure them that the 
money would be spent for the purposes 
for which they voted it, and the clause 
has served its purpose, otherwise the 
city, instead of having a healthy bal- 
ance, would be facing a deficit. 

Briefly, the grand total of $220,294 
represents remnants of funds specif- 
idally created by the voters In the last 
bond election, and it is to the credit 
of the bond commiseion and the gen- 
eral council that the money has not 
been expended for purposes other 
than provided for in the bond ordi- 
hance. 

There is not enough money to the 
credit of any fund unexpended on the 
books of Comptroller Goldsmith — to 
complete the work for which it was 
originally intended. This condition is 
due to no other reason than the city’s 
unbusinesslike policy of estimating 
that ninety cents could do that which 
cannot be reasonably done for less 
than a dollar, 


Money Drawing Interest. 

It was a mistake of the 
bond issue. It was not a serious 
mistake. The money is still on hand, 
and it is drawing interest, and if the 
people want the money diverted, all 
they heve to do is to put the question 
up to cennecil and the necessary meas- 
ures can be adopted. 

There is still unexpended 
bond issue an item of $169,719.77 to 
the credit of sewers.

FOR LABORING MEN 


Council Will Be Urged to 
Take Steps to Give Work 
to Unorganized Workmen 


~Now Out of Jobs. 


Representative members of the vari" 
ous trade unions of Atlanta met in the 
Temple of Labor yesterday afternoon 
to consider the problem of the unem- 
ployed of the city and to plan some 
expedient for their relief. A com- 
mittee was appointed to bring before 
the general council, in its session to- 
day, the extraordinary conditions of 
the unorganized laboring man. 
Jerome Jones stated that the labor- 
ing man's need today was such as to 
demand unusual action. 

“When it Is necessary that a thing 
be done—and our unskilled ‘laborers 
are in pressing need—the way can be 
found.” he said. “Should an epidemic 
suddenly break out in our midst, or 
anything of like ominous 
money for the city’s immediate re- 
lief would be forthcoming.

Butler Street Sewer. 

There is an item of $35,366.24 on the 
comptroller’s books to the credit 
the Butler street sewer. That work 
was completed weeks ago, and the 
money for its éompletion, instead 
being taken from the general sewer 
Tund as was at first contemplated, was

fund for contingencies and engineering, 
of which there was a balance of about 
$80.000 on the first day of last January. 

The contingent and engineering fund, 
accordingly, has diminished to a grand 
total today of $6,423.68, showing that 
that fund, at least, has not been lving 
idle. 

There is also an item of unexpended 
bond money ori the books of the city to 
the credit of schools. It amounts to 
a little over $11,000. It is also eg 
balance left over from the expendi- 
tures of the last school bond money. 
However, it is but a drop in the pucket, 
so ta speak; in fact, so small is the 
amount that it cannot be used to build 
a school, as was originally intended. 
Therefore, it must be included in the 
unexpended balances. 

The mere.fact that the city has an 
unexpended balance of $220,394 from 
the last bond issue is a strong argu- 
ment in itselr tnat the city should 
issue more bonds to absorb the rem- 
nants of the previous bonds, and put 
the money into immediate use on the 
projects for which it was originally 
intended. | 

Committees Counting on Sum. 

The commiitees which have been 
working on the details of the present 
proposed bond issue have not overlook- 
ed the fact that Atlanta has not spent 
all her last bond money, but on the 
contrary they have figured on the un- 
expended balances in estimating the 
necds of the sewer departimeni. 

The same .condition applies to the 
water department, to the credit of 
which there are unexpended balances 
as follows: Cast iron pipe for mains. 
$36,122.32; new reservoir, $1,085.24: fil- 
ter plants, $4,324.11; coagulating basin, 
$285; lamps at Hemphill station, $500, 
and premiums on bonds, $203.54.

Green, who is 40 years old, was | 
formerly a well-known railroad man, 
but had net worked much during the | 
last two years on account of ill- 
health, said Mrs, Watts. 

He was carried to the 
pital, where he remained for hours in 
a serious condition. He never lost 
consciousness, though at times his 
body was convulsed with pain.

DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 
TO RUSH SUPPLY BILLS 


They Hope Everything Can 
Be Concluded by March 4. 
Republican Leaders, How- 
ever, May Cause Delay. 


Washington, December 6.—The third 
of the sixty-third congress 
will be convened at noon tomorrow. 
Members of both houses flocked to 
Washington today, ending their holi- 
day recess of six weeks “which fol- 
lowed the long session that closed late 
in October. 

Democratic leaders unanimously 
press the hope that the legislative pro- 
gram of appropriation measures can 
be concluded by March 4, next, when 
the present congress, automatically, 
will end. Many republican leaders, 
however, have said they would urge 
many important measures and some 
indicated that supply bills ought to 
be delayed to such an extent that an 
extra session next spring and sum- 
mer would be necessary. Democrats 
think an extra session unlikely. 

President's Message. 

Administration leaders await the 
message of President Wilson, which 
will be delivered Tuesday, for a def- 
inite outline of the pregident’s wishes 
for legislation. Already, however, 
they have prepared for some things 
generally expected to be present be- 
fore adjournment Conservation meas- 
ures, for which there is strong sup- 
port, includes the general water pow- 
er and land leasing bills. 

The bill pave the way for Phil- 
ippine independence, which passed the 
house at the last session, is pend- 
ing. Another important measure 
pending in the senate is the immi- 
gration bill with the’literacy test for , 
aliens, which has passed the house. 
Some majority .leaders have déclared 
that it will be permitted te die with 
the expiring’ congress, to be consid- 
ered whén conditions resulting from 
the Duropean war have resumed more 
definite shape. 

Rural credits legislation is pending. 
This legislation; however, also is on 
the list of measures administration 
leaders are understood not to want to

To Rush Supply Measures. 

At least seven of the great annual 
supply measures of congress are to 
be rushed so as to report them to the 
house before the Christmas holidays. 
These are the legislative, executive 
and judicial, the District of Columbia, 
fortifications, pensions, military, post- 
office and rivers and harbors appro- 
priation bills. ©Othe-s are to be has- 
tened through to head off the iieces- 
sity, if possible, of an extra session. 

When the house convenes, the bus- 
iness before it will be postponed finan- 
cial relief for the cotton states. Rep- 
resentative Henry, chairman of the 
rules committee, says he is prepared 
to renew his fight for the $250,000,006 
cotton currency bill as a substitute 
for a currency measure for enlarging 
the amount of currency that can 
be based en commercial paper, 
a measure the federal reserve board 
and democratic leaderae have agreed 
is no longer necessary.

RUMANIA DECIDES

Geneva, December 6.—(Via London.) 
The Journal de Geneve publishes a dis- 
patch from Bucharest, saying Rumania 
has definitely decided to enter the war 
on the side of the allies. This deci- 
sion, according to the dispatches, is in 
accordance with the wishes of the entire 
country, including King Ferdinand and 
all the Rumanian statesmen, except the 
minister of finance, M. Marghileman., 

The question of when Rumania will 
make her entry into the conflict is 
still being discussed, however, one side 
desiring to avoid a winter campaign, 
but the military authorities express the 
fear that Servia may be defeated be- 
fore spring.

Naco, Ariz., December 6.—Citizens of 
suffering under the harassment 
of continual striking of Mexican bul- 
lets in their city, today sent an urgent 
appeal to their United States sena- 
tors. Five persons have been killed 
in Naco and forty-two wounded by 
shots from the siege of the Mexican 
town of Naco, across the border. 

Telegrams concluding “for God's sake 
help us” were addresssed to Senators 
Henry Ashurst and Mgrcus A. Smith 
at \Washington and to Senators Al- 
bert B. Fall, of New Mexico, and Wil- 
liam A. Smith, of Michigan. Action ‘by 
the senate that will automatically 
close parts on the Mexican ‘border 
whenever they become the scenes of 
battle is asked.

Another 
measure which will occupy much of the 
session's ‘attention will be the shtp 
purchase bill, which. it is understood, 
will be included In the administration 
program. Constitutional amendments 
for suffrage and national prohibition 
also are pending.

IN NORTHERN FRANCE

Berlin Admits the Germans 
Have Given Ground in the 


Was for Strategic Reasons. 
Russians Continue to Ad- 
vance in Galicia and the 
Czar’s Troops Are Pushing 
Across Plains of Hungary. 


London, December 7.—(2 a. m.)— 
Lodz, the second city of Poland and 
lying 75 miles to the west-southwest 
of Warsaw, has fallen to the German 
arms. It was occupied Sunday, accora- 
ing to an official announcement from 


Berlin. 

Around this important town a des- 
perate battle has raged for days. 
Countless thousands have fallen in 
desperate hand-to-hand conflicts and 
from the shelis of hundreds of guns. 


HEAVIEST KIND 
OF FIGHTING. 


It is evident from the occupation of 
Lodz by the Germans that the heaviest 
kind of fighting has been going on, for 
late advices told of a vicious attack 
and bombardment of Lodz and fighting 
on the outskirts of the city and, pre- 
vious to that, of operations 20 miles 
west of Piotrkow, which lies consider- 
ably south of Lodz and along a line 
from Glowno, 16 miles northeast of 
Lodz, to the Vistula river. 

Lodz long has been an objective point 
of the German army. It has grown in 
recent years from an insignificant place 
to one of the most populous cities 
the Russian empire. In 1910 its popu- 
lation numbered 415,604 and with this 
important place as a base the Germans 
are expected to make a strong effort 
to reach Warsaw. The railways of 
nerthern Poland center in Lodz. 

It fs gathered that on Thursday last 
the Germans, having failed to pierce the 
Russian center, commenced, with the 
aid of reinforcements, another attempt 
to envelop the Russians on both flanks. 
This is indicated by the fact that there 
is fighting near llow, north of Lodz. 
and at Piotrkow, to the south. Both 
places are in advance of the positions 
at which the Germans’previously have 
been reported in their second invasion 
of Poland, and like Lodz, they are on 
the main roads to the Polish capital. 

There is no news from South Po- 
land beyond a German denial] of a re- 
ported Russian success at Czenstochowa. 

The capture of an advance pasition i+ 
Przemysl is regarded as conferring a 
Valuable advantage to the Russians in 
their attack on the fortress. Leaving 
this city to the attentions of the be- 
sieging armies, the Russians are push - 
ing in small bodies steadily across the 
Plains of Hungary and fugitives are 
said to be pouring toward Budapest. 

In the face of the Austrian advance 
in Servia there has been talk of the re- 
moval of the capital from Nish to Mit- 
rovitza, but Servia denies that this step 
actually has been taken. 


GERMANS LOSE 
GROUND IN WEST. 


The allies continue to pusn forward 
in Flanders and in northern France, 
but the Germans explain they are giv- 
ing ground for tactical and strategica!

GOEBEN WAS TORN 
BY RUSSIAN SHELLS. 

Paris, December 6.—A Havas dis- 
patch from Athens says that 
cruiser Goeben, purchased by Turkey 
from Germany, is undergoing repairs 
of heavy damage suffered in the battle 
with a Russian fleet in the Black sea 
recently. The Goeben was struck by 
fifteen shells, which are said to have 
killed 126 members of her crew and 
to have destroyed a turret, smokestack 
and one engine. 

The Goeben’s sailors who were kill- 
ed, it is said, were buried in the garden 
of the German ambassador’s summer 
residence at Therapia, a village eight 
miles northeast of Constantinople, on 
the Bosphorus. Two-thirds of the Goe- 
ben’s crew were said to be Germans 
and the remainder Austrians. 


The Goebén was reported in a Petro- 
grad dispatch, November 19, as badly 
damaged in the battle the preceding 
day between a division of the Russsian 
Black sea fleet and the Goeben and 
Breslau. 

It was said a series of explosions 
were seen in the hull of the Goeben, 
which opened fire slowly. After the 
battle had continued forty minutes the 
Goeben was reported to have with- 
drawn and disappeared in a ne The 
Russian losses were given as 33 men 
killed and 25 wounded. 

A Berlin dispatch, November 27, said 
the Goeben lost only eleven men and 
that the ship was struck by only one 
shell. 

TURKISH CRUISER 


STRIKES A MINE,

ARE READY TOSTRIKE 


~ ASHE MUST FIGHT 


Premier Salandra Says the 
Army Is Ready — Urges 
Neutrality Until Rights of 
Italy Are Threatened. 


Rome, December 6.—“Today whoever 
has doubted the fitness of our army, 
whoever has intended to expose the 
vicissitudes traversed for military prep- 
aration, sins against the fatherland.” 

Such was Premier Salandra’s decla- 
ration in the Italian chamber Saturday 
prior to the passage of a resolution ex- 
pressing confidence in the government, 
This statement was in a speech deliv- 
ered in answer to deputies’ attacks on 
the government. 

On Thursday at the opening of par- 


the, 


liament the premier explained the sit- 
uation of Italy and advised that she 
maintain an attitude of loyal but 
watchful and armed neutrality. He 
also alluded to what he termed the 
just aspirations of Italy. Those who 
spoke in the chamber, especially mem- 
bers of the extreme left, tried to con- 
strue this statement according to their 
own views. Some urged more explicit 
declarations, while others attacked the 
cabinet, asserting that Italy, notwith- 
standing her heavy military expenses, 
was obliged to remain neutral owing to 
military unpreparedness. 


Army.and Navy Ready. 


Premier Salandra expressed, regret 
at the unmeasured language and de- 
clared those who asserted that Thurs- 
day’s statement was sphynx-like were 
wrong and that, on the other hand, it 
was clear. Indeed, he continued, it 
had received the approval of most of 
the people, who are not represented by 
the extreme left and added: 

“What I said was understood by all 
and need have no word added. The 
vote must be given on my declarations, 
but @ further explanation is impossible 
because it is against the interests of 
the state. Regarding military prepa- 
ration, I can affirm, that the Italian 
army and navy are ready for any event. 
For this military preparation both we 
and our predecessors have assumed 
grave responsibilities, which parlia- 
ment will be able to judge later from 
documents, but not now. Today, who- 
ever has doubted the fitness of our 
army, whoever has intended to expose 
the vicissitudes traversed for military 
preparation, sins against the father- 
land.” 

The premier declared the action of 
some of the orators “in trying to di- 
minish the importance of our country 
is unpatriotic.” He continued: 

“The country agrees with the gov- 
ernment that it will have its inter- 
ests protected. I can repeat firmly 
that we are determined to protect them. 
Further I cannot say. 
knows and feels the terrible responsi- 
bility, but needs full liberty of action, 
approved by the chamber, without 
which no government can rule the 
country in this moment.” 

The premier’s spsech was constantly 
interrupted by applause. 


Italy’s Answer to Austria. 


Giovanni Giolitti, former premier, ap- 
proved the government's policy. He 
said he thought it necessary to em- 
phasize that Italy always had been 
loyal to treaties and in this connection 
added: 

“T feel it my duty to recall a prece- 
dent showing how correct was the in- 
térpretation of the alliance by the gov- 
ernment when the conflict began. Dur- 
ing the Balkan war, on August 9, 1913, 
being absent from Rome, I received 
this telegram from the late Marquis di 
San Giuliano. (The late Marquis di 
San Giuliano at the time referred to 
was minister of foreign affairs in the 
cabinet of which Signor Giolitti was 
premier): 

“‘Austria has communicated to us 
and Germany that it has been the in- 
tention to act against Servia, defining 
such action as defensive and hoping 
for an application of a casus foederis 
by the triple alliance, which I consid- 
er inexplicable. I am trying to agree 
with Germany concerning efforts to 
prevent Austrian action, but it may be 
necessary to say clearly 
not consider such eventual action 
defensive, and, therefore, do not think 
there exists a casus foederis. Please 
send a telegram saying whether you 
approve. 

‘“T answered Marquis di San Gtuliano 
thus: — 

“If Austria goes against Servia a 
casus foederies evidently does not exist. 
It is an action she accomplishes in her 
own account. It is defensive because 
nobody thinks of attacking her. It is 
necessary to declare this to Austria 
in the most formal manner, hoping that 
Germany will act to dissuade Austria 
from a very dangerous adventure.’ 


Friendly Relations Not Disturbed. 


“This was done and our interpreta- 
tion of the treaty was accepted by our 
allies, our friendly relations not being 
in the least disturbed. Thus the dec- 
laration of neutrality made at the be- 
ginning of this conflict is according to 
spirit and letter of the treaties. I re- 
call this incident, wishing to demon- 
strate the complete loyalty of Italy 
before the eves of Europe.” 

The former premier was interrupted 
by great applause. He concluded by 
urging the maintenance of neutrality 
until the necessity should arise to pro- 
tect Italy’s rights. Until then, he 
said, there should be a loyal observ- 
ance of neutrality which alone can 
give in any moment complete liberty 
of judgment and action. He recom- 
mended great caution and watchful- 
ness, and said that since the very life 
of the nation was at stake, the gov- 
ernment, parliament and the press 
must be cautious.

AMERICAN FOOD SAVE 
BELGIANS FROM DEATH 


Every American Seen in Dev- 
astated Country Hailed 
as Benefactor. 


— 


Rotterdam, Holland, December 6.— 
(Via London.)—‘“‘For the past fortnight 
American food has saved us from 
starvation,” was the statement today 
of a Belgian committeeman distribut- 
ing American relief shipments in Liege 


province. 

“All our grain was exhausted,” he 
said, “because it was requisitioned by 
the German army. Except for a smali 
supply of meat and a meagre quantity 
of field crops we had nothing. 

“The Americans have saved us from 
starvation’ is the cry on every lip. 
Every American , seen in Liege wWwas 
hailed as a benefacter. Whenever an 
automobile carrying an American flag 
passes in the streets the people take 
off their hats. 

“Seventeen thousand tons of wheat, 
has been received in Liege and 35,000 

eople are being supplied with nearly a/ 
balf pound each daily. It is not a great 
quantity for a grown man, but it is 
saving us from starvation. Rich and 
poor receive the same amount, Our 
supply of bread is ——— out already. 
We are mixing potato flour with the 
wheat and by this means we can last 
another three or four days, by which 
time we are praying more American 
wheat will arrive. 

“We need 2090 tons of wheat daily. 
The ony other food we are able to dis- 
tribute is less than a quart of soup and 
until now about a pound of potatoes 
daily with a tiny quantity of meat oc- 
casionally. Distribution is difficult be- 
cause the Germans commandeered our 
means of transport. In offering our 
heartfelt thanks to the Amertcan peo- 
ple we pray them to allow their gen- 
erosity to continue, for without them 
we should have starved and without 
them we must starve.”

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THE BOND IMPASSE HAS 
ve ALREADY BEEN REACHED 

Here are the central arguments of the 
principal speakers who appeared before the 
band committee the other day and opposed 
a bond issue: 

1. A bond 
until conditions become such that there is 
no other relief. 

2. The present time is not opportune for 
a bond issue, because of the European war, 
uncertain markets, etc. 

The Constitution does not see that either 
of these arguments is appropriate or con- 
clusive. 

If conditions are not now such that bonds 
offer the only relief, when in the name of 
reason will they reach that stage? 

The impasse, justifying and demanding 
a bond issue, has already been reached. 

There is not one official connected with 
the school system, not one informed and 
unprejudiced official connected with the city 
government, who does not know that if the 
school system is not rehabilitated by next 
September several hundred children will be 
denied the primary right of an education, 
several thof®and more will be educated 
under dangefous, insanitary and unsatisfac- 
tory conditions. 

Can these admitted fundamental defects, 
the results of growth, be remedied out of 
current income? They cannot, and every 
man in Atlanta knows it. We can .compro- 
mise, yes. We can somehow squeeze 
through next September. That will be to 
court the destruction of the efficiency of 
the school system, built up painfully over a 
course of forty years. Who will assume re- 
sponsibility for that tremendous risk? 
There has been compromise enough already. 

That much for argument No. 1. 

We are told the time is not propitious 
for issuing bonds. 

That objection answers itself. As it is, 
bond issue authorizations generally carry a 
rider specifying when, how,.and at what 
rates of interest the bonds are to be sold. 

What easier than to apply a “stop order,” 
a “check and balance” to the forthcoming 
bond issue by inserting a proviso that it shall 
not be placed on the market except under 
specified conditions, and the bonds sold 
except at an upset figure? If that is all that 
is really troubling the objectors their minds 
can easily be tranquilized. 

On the side of the city’s credit. the testi- 
mony of unbiased experts is that Atlanta’s 
credit is on a par with that of any city in 
the country, ahead of most, ahead even of 
New York's. The absorbing power of the 
money market is improving daily. The ease 
with which New‘ York’s obligations were 
recently financed is still fresh in the public 
memory. Atlanta’s bonds would bring even 
a better price. And the other day the mar- 
ket literally. gobbled up $12,700,000 worth of 
Canadian Pacific 442s. Atlanta’s paper is 
more attractive than that even of this great 
railroad system. 

Objections on the credit side are based 
solely on the assumption that the bonds are 
to be offered at once. They have not even 
yet been authorized. So that argument is 
misleading. 4 

Now, if we are permitted, a little ser- 
monette about the duties and obligations of 
citizenship and the rich man. 

The big property owners, the rich men 
of Atlanta, owe it to the city, to the masses,

\_40 support this issue as they have supported 


no other issue. Every enhancement of prop- 
erty that has made fortunes in Atlanta has 
come from, what?—not primarily the efforts 
of the property owner, but from “unearned 
increment,” the contributing activities of the 
masses. Had it not been for the growth of 
Atlanta in population and commercial en- 
ergy there would be no big property owners, 
ne big estates.

A BOOSTER CLEARING HOUSE: 


Charles D. McKinney, president of the 
Decatur Board of Trade; lately spoke sound 
advice to the Atlanta Association of Build- 
ing Owners and Managers, when he said 
that every commercial organization and in- 
fluence in Georgia ought to co-operate in 
the furnishing of accurate statistical infor- 
mation concerning this state. 

From the point of view of statistics that 
can be reljed upon touching industry, com- 
merce and agriculture, Georgia simply is 
not on the map. The state labor commis- 
sioner supplies information of a limited de- 
scription, but even he is hopelessly re- 
stricted by the law and by lack of an appro- 
priation. Strangers writing the mayor of 
Atlanta or the governor of the state for 
reliable information bearing on any of 
Georgia’s basic resources must needs put 
up with makeshift estimates by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce or some statehouse 
official. 

In other words, Georgia’s actual and po- 
tential wealth is not and never has been 
charted, save once in ten years by the fed- 
eral census, and even that compilation is 
worthless for Many purposes and outgrows 
its usefulness for others in two or three 
years. That a state as wealthy as Georgia, 
and with such a broad manifest destiny 
deducible from her assets, this condition of 
statistical ignorance is expensive and inex- 
cusable. 

Year after year The Constitution has 
urged upon the legislature the necessity of 
creating in the state government a bureau 
whose function it would be to supply the 
latest and most accurate information re- 
garding the statd. Thus far, the legislature 
has not seen the appeal of the wisdom of 
this course. It has been willing to let Geor- 
gia do business like some big storekeeper 
who did not make available to his patrons a 
list of the goods for sale. 

Now, obviously, if the state will: not as- 
sume this duty, or is dilatory in so doing, 
the task is incumbent upon private enter- 
prise. To that end, it ought to be possible 
for all the state and county and city com- 
mercial organizations to co-operate in a 
statistics bureau that would keep informa- 
tion of Georgia lands and resources live 
and up-to-date. The cost of maintaining 
such a bureau would be negligible. The 
profit would be large and tangible. It ig 
impossible to estimate how much capital 
and how many first-class productive citizens 
have been lost to the state through lack of 
such a bureau. 


WAR-TIME ECONOMY. 

Thirty-four Baltimore debutantes have 
signed an agreement to respect the exigen- 
cies of the European war by avoiding compe- 
tition in extravagance in dress. 

The note of economy and of economizing 
is not confined to society. It is nation-wide, 
this year, and it respects no class. Even the 
millionaire does with less and buys. with 
greater caution. 

In the south, the tendency has found a 
responsive chord. In the first place, the 
south did not gain the income it expected 
from cotton, heretofore its ever-ready source 
of cash. Expectations must be revised. 
Budgets must be compiled with a view to 
altered income. No one is exempt. They 
are economizing on the farm and in the city. 
The farmer is preparing to do with less and 
to live more conscientiously on the acres. 
The city man is adjusting his expenses to 
new conditions, and his wife is finding, some 
of her kind for the first time, that she can 
very well appear well in a last year’s dress. 

All this has a faintly reminiscent tinge, 
only faintly, thank heaven, of those brutal 
and slashing economies forced on the south 
after the civil war. Anyone who thinks the 
south ts hard off or oppressed today, ought 
to interview one of the survivors of the days 
of reconstruction, when it was a positive 
scramble for the necessities of life, and when 
what we today regard as necessities were 
cheerfully dismissed as luxuries. 

We are having to practice no such des- 


‘perate expedients as that dismal age evoked, 


but nevertheless all of us are cutting corners 
a little. And the process is an extremely 
healthful one, The drastic experiences of 
reconstruction did the south a world of good, 
in learning se}f-sufficiency and self-denial. 
The south has been in danger of forgetting 
those lessons, so abundant has been her re- 
cent prosperity. And now comes along.a 
very dim carbon copy of that lesson, in time 
to harden our moral muscles for another sea- 
son of prosperity which is just ahead. unless 
all the signs of the zodiac fail. 

Those of us in America who are bleating 
about the need for taking in a reef ought to 
live the life of the average European a few 
years. They would come back with a pro- 
found satisfaction for things as they are, 
even today.

HOME MANUFACTURE? 


Editor Constitution: Will you be good 
enough to ‘permit me space in your valued 
columns to express a few thoughts on the 
much-discussed question of home products? 

I have noticed a good many editorials 
lately in the columns of The Constitution 
inviting the public to patronize home indus- 
tries and when shopping to insist on prod- 
ucts bearing the Atlanta label. 

The question naturally arises, what con- 
stitutes home manufacture and Atlanta- 
made products? I have wondered if it has 
occurred to you that an injustice may be 
done to many worthy concerns doing busi- 
ness in Atlanta, who are not operating under 
@ local charter, but who from a standpoint 
of investment in Atlanta real estate and 
equipment, and size and character, or whose 
pay-roll to Atlanta people, are for all in- 
tents and purposes Atlanta manufacturers, 
and entitled to the same consideration for 
their branded products at the hands of the 
Atlanta journals, as though they were doing 
business under a Georgia charter. 

Atiantans by Adoption. 

1 Know a number of foreign corporations, 
each of whose investments in Atlanta real 
estate exceeds $500,000, whose annual busi- 
ness runs into hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, each of whom employs from 50 to 700 
people, many of whom own their own homes, 
whose children are born and raised in At- 
lanta, the parents of whom, while in many 
cases are not Atlanta reared, are Atlantans 
by adopéion. 

Is it fair’ to these citizens and the con- 
cerns with whom they are associated in the 
furtherance of Atlanta's greatness, that they 
and their wares be discriminated against 
through the columns of the Atlanta journals” 

We are following, and have’ followed in 
the past, the policy of bringing before the 
foreign corporations of the world the ad- 
vantages of Atlanta as a place in which to 
locate their southern headquarters and 
southern branch plants. Our chamber of 
commerce is ever alert to the wise policy 
of bringing these advantages before the 
manufacturers of the world. We send forth 
our convention delegates, our Ad clubs, and 
various committees for the purpose of ap- 
pealing to the conventions of the country to 
make Atlanta their next meeting place, all 
for the purpose of advertising Atlanta as 
the best city in the country as a place to 
live and do business in. 

Is This Fair?t 

Then we counteract this by saying 
through the columns of our journals we only 
want Atlanta-made products to eat, wear 
and use. You outsiders are well enough 
when it comes to spending your money for 
our real estate, for our newspapers, for our 
city improvements, our churches, charities 
and taxes, but we can’t buy your wares be- 
cause your charter was not taken out in 
Georgia. Even though you are spending for 
pay-roll ten times as much as any local con- 
cern in your same line, and your real estate 
investments correspondingly greater, and 
your influence toward the upbuilding of At- 
lanta and community is felt throughout the 
land and has helped make Atlanta what it is. 

I believe I am safe in saying that 25 per 
eent of the population of Atlanta consists of 
that class of citizens who are connected with 
foreign corporations, if you care 80 to term 
them, who have chosen this city as wenss 
quarters for their offices and branch plants. 
From the apparent conception of what con- 
stitutes home products, as expressed througn 
the editorial columns of our papers, rer 
of these concerns are to be discriminated 
against, and denied entrance to our nomes, 
if the influence of our papers can make it 80. 
Without this element of citizenship how 
many of our fifteen or eighteen sky-scraper 
office buildings would we need’ 

Without Them—W hat? 

Without the foreign manufacturers lo- 
cated at Atlanta with their southern 
branches, what influence would it have on 
the price of our real estate”? What effect 
would it have on our bank clearings and 
postoffice receipts? | 

What about the Atlanta men employed as 
salesmen’ The Atlanta men and women who 
are furnished employment as bookkeepers, 
clerks and stenographers’” The colored help 
as porters, teamsters, truckers, etc.? 

Do we want this 25 per cent of Atlanta's 
population, and are we willing to accord 
to them and the concerns they represent fair 
and equal treatment with the Atlanta man- 
ufacturers, many of whom are such on the 
surface of their labels only? It might be all 
right for Griffin, Athens, or Rome, but don't 
vou think it rather bad advertising for At- 
lanta, who aspires to bigness and to be a 
leader among cities of the first class, to say 
to the world that we want manufacturers to 
come here and establish headquarters and 
branch plants, but we will not bay your 
products because your charters are not Geor- 
gia made?

How Women of Atlanta Will 
Work For School Betterment 


By Isma Dooly. 

“If the bond issue now being proposed 
a8 a&@ measure through which the public 
schools of Atlanta and other civic institu- 
tions can be improved ig turned over to the 


taxpayers to vote upon, the women of At- 
lanta organized under the City Federation 
of Clubs are ready to give their support to 
the measure, and to enter actively into the 
campaign to carry the bond issue with the 
same victorious results following the pre- 
vious campaign for bonds, when Mrs. Woods 
White, then president of the City Federa- 
tion, led the women in their co-operative 
effort.”’ 

This statement was made yesterday by 
Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, president of the City 
Federation, when asked what part the wom- 
en would take ‘in the movement now 
pending. 

“The City Federation 
izations does not include all the organiza- 
tions of Atlanta, nor does its membership 
cover more than a comparatively small per- 
centage of women, but it does include 
women in every department of women’s 
work; therefore it is the logical organiza- 
tion through which to work,” continued Mrs. 
Lumpkin. “And work is the word to use, 
for, when we begin our plan of co-operation 
with the men voters, it is going to require 
the daily work of not one. but many women. 
They will be willing, too, for women realize 
the vital importance of the school in this 
Stage of world complexity, which touches 
every community in every country and 
every state. The school is the direct medium 
for good citizenship, and the very basis for 
that democracy of thought and activity upon 
which our republic relies for its part in civ- 
liization.” 

When asked how the women would or- 
Sanize their work, Mrs. Lumpkin stated 
plans were already under consideration, but 
they were not ready for publication. 

Woman's Purpose. 

“Our purpose will be to reach every 
woman in Atlanta, and to be able to file. as 
the work progresses, what the record of the 
working committees are each day. Commit- 
tee workers will be posted with the neces- 
sary information for what may be called an 
educational campaign. The mere meeting of 
an Organization and its resolutions of in- 
dorsement will be the formal beginning, and 
the follow-up work is what will be carefully 
planned. 4 

“Our work will in no way conflict with 
the work of any other organization; it will 
be launched as a separate work under our 
civic committee fostered by the City Feder- 
ation, and pushed for the purpose of the 
bond issue per se.’ 

“Do you not think that if women were 
given the vote it would necessarily do away 
With this work women are so often called 
upon to do in civic matters?” was here asked 
Mrs. Lumpkin, “and that the quickest and 
easiest way would be for all women to work 
for the vote?” 

“Even if women get the vote, that will 
not do away with the necessity of their or- 
ganized force,” said Mrs. Lumpkin: “they 
will still have to work through their organ- 
izations, just as men do. The very fact that 
men have the vote hag not done away with 
the continued necessity of the organizations 
through which they frame their policjes and 
systematically put them in working order. 

“Therefore, the woman discouraged, and 
shunning the work presenting itself to her 


of Women's organ- 


as the helper and yet not the voter, is ham- 
pering the cause of suffrage and failing in 
her obligation as the mother spirit of the 
community. I expect one of the most help- 
ful influences which will be exercised in 
our proposed campaign for the bonds wil! 
be directly from the good women of the 
community who have organized to secure 
woman suffrage, though the suffrage ques- 
tlun, comimge under the head of politics: is 
not one of the departments of club activ- 
ities. 
The Test. 

“I believe the real test of women’s organ- 
ization in Atlanta will be registered when 
this proposed campaign for the bonds begins, 
for we are going to push out and make for 
the average woman in the community, and 
reach her if we have to make a house-to- 
house campaign! 

“Our power cannot be fully illustrated, 
because organized machinery pushes slowly 
sometimes; but nevertheless surely. If we 
make up our minds to reach the average 
woman, which will mean the majority of 
Atlanta women, can’t you see what their in- 
fluence will mean? Much as it is talked of, 
woman's influence in all its force as a com- 
munity asset was never tried out but once. 
and that was in the previous campaign for 
bonds, when it was expressed through the 
same organized means which will be called 
into activity again. ; 

“In September, 1918. when through the 
columns of The Constitution public attention 
was drawn to the bad conditions pertaining 
to room, sanitation and general equipment 
of the public schools. the City Federation of 
Women’s Clubs was the first organization to 
consider the matter. A meeting was called. 
the mayor of the city and other civie leaders 
were present. Women talked of the needs of 
the schools, and, after resolutions were pass- 
ed indorsing The Constitution’s work for the 
schools, it was decided that a central com- 
mittee be appointed from the City Pedera- 
tion to look into the needs of the schools. 
and report on them to the civic authorities 
in a position to act. 

“While this committee was tinder con- 
sideration, it was suggested to the president 
of the City Federation then acting that the 
Parent-Teacher association organization 
would be the logical one to appoint the com- 
mittee and do the work of investigation. The 
president of the City Federation courteously 
assented to this suggestion, having called, 
through the City Federation, the attention of 
the women of Atlanta to the school needs. 

Their Work Co-operative. 

“Subsequently it Was decided by the 
Parent-Teacher body that their work was 
co-operative in the sense of helping what 
was going on, and that it *was net their 
function to investigate or ta 
in the position of criticising 
existing, and subsequently no 
was taken nor was there any 
by the body. 

“Their good work continues in the brince- 
ing together at regular meetings the mother 
and teacher in their mutual interest in tie 
welfare of the child in the school wher: 
it is. 

“Therefore it is up to the City Federation 
as the largest organized civic body in thy 
community, representing every department 
of woman's int@est, to lead if the campaign 
for general school betterment, without in- 
fringing upon or duplicating the effort or 
purpose of any other organization of any

“Big Business” Farmer 
Says Supply Merchant 
Is Diversification Key 


Editor Constitution: I have read with 
much interest the articles appearing in The 
Constitution the last few days on the sale 
of oats and peavine hay. As I have had con- 
siderable experience on this line of diversi- 
fied farming, it may be of some value. 

We should plant all of the wheat and 
oat stubble in peas and harvest a sufficient 
amount of hay for home consumption. There 
we should stop and leave the rest to turn 
under for the benefit of the land, because the 
average cotton farm is badly in need of 
vegetable matter for succeeding crops and 
it pays better than to sell as hay. Besides, 
on account of variable weather, peavine hay 
is hard to cure to uniform grade. Bear in 
mind that any farm produet must be uniform 
grade and in car lots to be sold successfully 
on the large wholesale markets. There is 
one feature that I wish to call especial at- 
tention to, that is, the position that the sup- 
ply merchant occyugg""Around him hinges 
to a great extent the success of this diversi- 
fied movement. As conditions now exist, a 
farmer cannot sell any farm product to the 
supply merchant for cash. He can only sell 
it in exchange for goods and often at ex- 
orbitant profits for the merchants. 

The average cotton farmer doesnt have 
a car load of oats to sell, besides he has no 
commercial rating and the wholesale houses 
don’t care to deal direct with him, therefore, 
he is cut off from the large markets. This, 
I think, can be remedied by a spirit of co- 
operation on the part of the supply mer- 
chant. He has a commercial rating and is 
already in close business relations with the 
large jobbing houses. [If he will buy gmall 
lots from farmers at a fair cash price and 
reclean, grade and put up in uniform bags, 
he will certainly have no trouble in dispos- 
ing of them to the jobbing houses. This is 
the way it is done in the west. The farmer 
sells to the dealer and he grades, puts in 
uniform packages and selis in car lots 
through his broker. And I think this is the 
only solution of the matter for this section. 

The Supply Merchant. 

You cannot too strongly urge the im- 
portance of the strong co-operation of the 
supply merchant in this crisis, as he certain- 
lv holds the key to the situation, and I be- 
lieve when he realizes the important posi- 
tion he occupies to do good, he will gladly 
fall in line, as his business is largely de- 
pendent on the success of his customers, the 
medium and small farmer. The interview 
of the jobbing houses of Atlanta appearing 
in The Constitution of December 1, clearly 
shows that they are ready and willing to co- 
operate when the products are put up in 
merchantable shape. 

I have had no trouble in selling several 
car loads of alfalfa and timothy hay and 
also oats the past season in Atlanta. In 
fact, I have had several calls that I could 
not supply. My hay and oats are put up in 
uniform packages and sold strictly on grade. 
Another thing I wish to call especial atten- 
tion to ig that the farmer must exert him- 
self in this new line and try to produce a 
superior article and not try to put off in- 
ferior grades and expect top prices. 

The above applies to hay and other farm 
products as well as oats. 1 know of enough 
small lots of 1913 corn to make a car load 
that could and would have been shipped, but 
is being carried over for lack of a cash 
market. . 

I wish to commend The Constitution for 
the strong editorials it has written and also 
the liberal space it has given this important 
subject.

A Real Crisis. 

Elaborating its suggestion, The Journal of 
Labor says:

ROCKEFELLER CASH 
BACKING BELGIANS: 


Foundation Has Already 
Spent Million for Relief 
and Will Spend Millions. 
John D., Jr., Tells of the 
Foundation’s Activities. 


York, December 6.—The Rocke- 
feller foundation already has spent 
about $1,000,000 for the relief of the 
starving population of Belgium. The 
foundation further “is ready to spend 
millions of dollars, if necessary, in this 
direction.” 

A statement detailing 
of the foundation, authorized 
by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
dent of the foundation, said: 

“The foundation has thus far 
patched one shipload -of food, 4,000 
tons, to Belgium, which already has 
been received and distributed; it is now 
loading a second ship in New York har- 
bor. which will carry 6.500 tons and 
has purchased for delivery at Phila- 
delphia to a third ship 280,000 bushels 
of wheat. These three shiploads rep- 
resent an expenditure of about $1,000,- 
000. It has also sent a commission to 
Europe to advige as to how and where 
relief to non-combatants may 
most effectively provided, and is 
ready to spend millions of dollars, if 
necessary, in this direction. ; 

“The foundation also has just voted 
to eontribute $45,900 to assist in the 
relief of the poor of New York city, 
realizing ‘that the war and the indus-

the advisability of the organization of 
such ean institution, and a committee 
of leading economists and business men 
was created to consider whether such 
an organization could wisely be estab- 
lished. 

“While the general subject of eco- 


nomic research was under consideration : 


the industrial disturbances in Colorado 
impressed the president of the founda- 
tion with the great need and pwblic 
importance of finding an_e effective 
means to prevent such’ conflict and 
caused him to urge a far-reaching 
study of industrial relations as the 
most important immediate inquiry to 
which the foundation could direct its 
attention.

“In view of the passion aroused in 
Colorado and many divergent  inter- 
ests involved there, it was felt that the 
foundation itself should not interfere 
in that situation, but that it was of 
the utmost consequence ‘that the 
causes of that and 
ances should be ascertained, 
possible, removed, not only 
rado, but elsewhere. 

‘The Rockefeller fottndation is, more- 
over, a larger owner of corporate se- 
curities and in that capacity is itself 
directly concerned in maintaining har- 
monious relations between the com- 
panies in which it is interested and 
their employees.

usual philanthropic lines. It was also 
felt that there was hardly anything the 
foundation could do which would more 
effectively conform to its chartered 
purposes, namely, ‘to promote the well- 
being of mankind.’ 

“Mr King has, from the outset, in- 
dicated to the foundation his desire to 
avoid any form of organization which 
may cause it even to appear that his 
work is intended to rival or encroach 
upon the work of existing” organiza- 
tions and in particular the work prop- 
erly assignable to government depart- 
ments and agencies, 

“In spirit and method the work will 
be akin to that of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research. in so 
far as Mr. King’s inquiries have to do 
with industrial controversies, his at- 
titude will be that of @ physician who 
investigates the nature and causes of 
pathological conditions with which he 
has to deal with a view, if possible, to 
the discovery of effective remedies.” 

Further Activities of Foundation. 

Regarding further activities: of the 
foundation, the statement says: 

“The foundation has established the 
international health commission, the 
purpose of which is to extend not only 
in this country, ‘but to foreign coun- 
tries and peopies the work of eradi- 
cating the hookworm disease and the 
establishment of agencies for the pro- 
motion of public health and sanita- 
tion. The commission is already at 
work in the Britfsh West Indies, Cen- 
tral America, Ceylon, the Malay states 
and the Philippines. 

“Last sprime the China medical com- 
mittee was appointed to study the 
needs of medical education and public 
health in China, and its important and 
far-reaching recommendations are now 
receiving consideration. 

“Other appropriations of special pub- 
lic significance are: 

“Two million five hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars to the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research for ad- 
dition to land, buildings and endow- 
ment. 

“Seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars toward the fund being raised 
by Wellesley college, because of the 
emergency resulting from {ts exten- 
sive fire losss. 

“Two hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars for the purchase of 85,000 
acres on the Louisiana coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, which has been turned 
over ‘to the Louisiana conservation 
commission as a refuge for migratory 
birds which gather here in winter from 
all parts of the North American con- 
tinent. This was done to prevent the 
wanton destruction of this wild life, 
so important to the agricultural inter- 
ests in keeping down the insect pests 
which it is estimated inflict a loss 


upon the country of upward of $400,- 
000,000 a year.” 


Object Is Public Service. 


In explaining the reasons for giving 
} these details at this time, the state- 
ment says: 

“Its object being wholly one of pub- 
lic service, the policy of the foundation 
is to furnish current information with 
reference to its work, hoping thereby 
to enlist that confidence and active co- 
operation on the part of the publie

In. the capital, where 
she lay at the naty yard dock, she was 
visited by thousands. Among others 
were scores of veteran naval officers 
who served aboard her during their 
rise from midshipmen to commodores 
and admirals. Rear Admiral Victor 
Blue, chief of the powerful naval bu- 
reau of navigation, as a midshipman 
made his first cruise on the old ship 
thirty years ago. 

Captain Thomas Truxton was the 
first commander of the Constellation, 
and her roll of officers has included 
many of the great heroes of the Ameri- 
can navy.

bond ordinanoe under which the money 
was voted specifically points out the 
streets upon which the mains are to 
be laid, and the people gave theiy sanc- 
tion by their votes to the plans of the 
water department to connect almost the 
entire city. 
Streets Undeveloped. 

The city could not carry out the 
original plans outlined in the bond is- 
sue for the reason that many of the 
streets through which the water de- 
partment planned to extend the mains 
are still undeveloped. Many of. the 
streets provided for in the bond ordi- 


nance are still a wilderness, many lo- 
cated in isolated sections of the citv 
where the laying of mains at the pres- 
ent time will avail nothing. 

Early tin 1912, Mayor Woodward, 
with the approval of the sewer com- 
mittee and the water board, laid down 
the rule, in the interest of economy, 
and for the benefit of the most people, 
that the water department confine its 
work of laying water mains to those 
streets enumerated in the bond ordi- 
nance, provided, however, that the 
mains be located where they could 
serve to open sewer connections. 

As the result of the same agreement 
and in accordance with the protest of 
the mayor, the sewer committee agreed | 
not to pass up any more sewers ex- 
cept where it was possible to- make 
water connections, 

As to the other items accredited to 
the water department, they are insuf- 
ficient for the purposes for which they 
were originally intended. 

Fletcher Quillian, chairman. of the 
bond commission, explaining the exist- 
ence of the unexpended balances, de- 
clared that the county commissioners 
can help the city make up some of the 
deficiencies by donations of. material 
and mustering a big force of convicts 
to do some of the work, and eliminate 
the cost necessary under contract con- 


ditions,

The most important matter before 
the committee concerns the grand to- 
tal of the bond issue proposed, whether 
it shall be $3,500,000 or $4,100,000.
